bial, A phyſician never begins to. get bread, till he has. no 
teeth to eat it.” T he truth of this may perhaps have been la- 
mentingly acknowledged by ſome of the moſt learned men that ever 
became dependant upon a capricious world for precarious ſubſiſt- 

This pal pable fact may conciſely ſerve to convince you, your

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embarkation (with all its alluring proſpeRs) will not only be en- 


oumbered with difficulties, but your ultimate gratification of ſue- 


oeſs exceedingly doubtful. Great depth of learning may afford 
conſolation to the equity of your own feelings (if you fortunately 


poſſeſs them) but it is by no means neceſſary to the acquiſition of 


public opinion, however it may tend to contribute to the general 


good, 

To avoid entering into a ſentimental diſquiſition upon the bo- 
meſty, integrity, or ſtrict propriety of the maxims I proceed to lay:

At your firſt public entre, when the college liſt and court ca- 


lendar have announced your qualifications and advancement to the 


wondering world (that ſuch lift ſnould annually increaſe) let your 
friends and relatives be doubly aſſiduous in propagating reports

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(almoſt incredible) of your great humanity, extenſive abilities, and 
unbounded benevolence, This will anſwer the intended purpoſe to a 
certainty ; crouds of the afflicted and neceſſitous will ſurround 
your habitation, and render your place of reſidence conſtantly re- 
markable to all claſſes, who naturally enquirin g the character of 
the proprietor, will eagerly extol your charity in contr "_ your 
* advice to the poor GRATIS.” 

This method alone will' gain you popularity with thoſe that 
rank in the line of mediocrity ; with zbeir ſuperiors, ſucceſs muſt 
be inſured more from the efforts of intereſt, than either perſonal 
merit, or ſound policy. Your attention to the wants of the poor, 
muſt ſoon be regulated by the preponderation of more weighty 
confiderations ; as you affefed to alleviate-their diſtreſſes from the 
motive. of commiſeration , bang you to promote their eaſe, 
you have an undoubted right to ſhake off ſuch ſuperfluous viſits, 
to ſecure your own. In this deceptive charity, ſome degree of diſ- 
enen muſt be put in practice, for you will ſometimes per- 
ceive one W the train, whoſe apparel or behaviour muſt ne- 
| ceſſarily give you reaſon to ſuſpe& he has aſſumed the cloak of 

neceſſity to ſave lis fee, and avail: himſelf of your profeſſi zonal li- 
berality ; 
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berality ; in ſuch caſs; call to your aid a look of true medical auſt- 
. and let him underſtand « advice is ſeldom of any value or
